~, Washington, March 20.—(Special.) 
A statement of advanced methods in 
conducting railroad transportation 
which, it is stated. will produce 
far-reaching results. will insure an- 
nual savin of millions of dollars. 
increase \facilities and service, and 
loweegigairond fares and rates. will 
be fil tomorrow with Senator A. 
B. Cummins, chairman of the sen- 
ate committee on interstate com- 
merce, : 

These plans are presented in a 
printed statement issued by S. Da- 
vies Warfield, president-of the Na- 
tional Association of Owners of 
Railroad Securities, accompanied by 
Bumerous exhibits. 

In a separate letter to Senator 
Cummins Mr. Warfield points out 
that unless intensive economical 
methods in railroad administration 
arevadopted there is no alternative 
but government ‘ operation, fol- 
lowed by, government qwner- 
ship, although the country, 
has given overwhelmicy evi- 
dence of being opposed to it. Rep- 
resentatives of the association will 
later appear before the senate com- 
mittee to formally present the plan 
in further detail. Senator Cum- 
mins has announced his intention 
to ask congress to authorize an in- 
vestigation into the causes of the 
unsatisfactory condition of the rail- 
roads.

K-56 went to the bottom during last 
January's winter maneuvers, carry~-; 
ing 56 officera and men with her.

OFFICIALS VOTE 
FOR GERMANY. 

Kattowitz, Upper Silesia, March 
20.—Officials in the province of 
Upper Silesia have voted over- 
whelmingly to adhere to’the Ger- 
man republic rather than to become 
a part of Potand. 

The result, of the dfficials’ plebis- 
cite, taken a week ago and an- 
nounced during the taking of the 
general vote on Sunday, was 15,800 
for Gepmany and only 600 for Po- 
land. 

In the meantime, it was diffieult 
to find an indication of the trend 
of Sunday’s vote, which was taken 
under the watchful care of hun- 
dreds of heavily armed police at all 
polling places throughout the dis- 
trict.

Fighting ow Border. 

Some fighting is proceeding along 
the border, but its extent can be 
gauged only by the continuous 
sound of firing, which can be heard 
distinctly in this city. Polish bands 
have crossed the frontier to Rosen- 
berg, clashing with British troops 
stationed’ there. Several were 
wounded on both sides. It is re- 
ported that the Poles have blown 
up a schoolhouse in.the village of 
Eligoth. 

Allied commissioners who are &u- 
perintending the taking of the vote 
declared that they have the situa- 
tion well in hand, and that, al- 
though some clashes have taken 
place, the balloting has been con- 
ducted in a more orderly fashion 
than Would have been expected.

Bokin and county officials into the 
murder of Charles Dorsey. driver 
for the Bryant Taxi company, who 
was found slain in-the car he was;

This is the sixth suspect arrested 


under directions from the soligitor- 


peneral'a office in connection. with 
this murder. The others were J. B. 
Crowe, 23 years old, who, according 
to the poice, ig wanted in Rome, 
Ga., as a fugitive from justice under 
charges of violating the prohibition 
laws, and Ed and Charles Williams, 
of 197 Greenwood avenue; Mrs. 
Catherine Brazelle, of 58 Strong 
atreet, and a mar by the name of 
Armstrong. 
Three Are Artested. 

Afterr severe grilling by Solicitor- 
General Boykin, Ed Williams, Arm- 
strong and Mrs. Brazelle were re- 
leased and Charles Williams .was 
freed undef bond in another case. 

Crowe was arrested by County Po- 
licemen Hornsby and Wells ac the 
Hapeville railroad station, where he 
called for a trunk he had checked 
from Atlanta. At the time he was 
taken into custody he is id by of- 
ficers to have given th@ alias of 
Geo. Melton, but when Plennie Mi- 
ner, special investigator for solic- 
itor Boykin asked him if his mame 
was not Crowe, he admitted it, it 
is claimed. 

Special Investigator Miner in 
conjunction with the county police 
followed a tip they had received 
that Crowe, who, it is claimed, was 
living at a boarding house in At- 
lanta, where Miss Johnson resided, 
disappeared immediately after Dor- 
sey was killed, leaving a trunk and 
effects behind. 

Miss Johnson had often spoken of 
a friend, “Charlie,” with whom she 
had made frequent auto trips, it is 
claimed. 

The officials kept the house un- 
der surveillance, and when Crowe 
had arranged to remove his trunk 
Saturday they trailed it to the Ter- 
minal station, where, they state, it 


was checked to Hapeville. Agent 
Miner, County Policqman Baker and 
Officers Hornsby a Wells guard- 
ed the trunk, and when Crowe, who 
had gone to Hapeville on a street 
car, called for it in a motor truck 
he was promptly placed under ar- 
rest. . 


Protests Innocence. 


Officers Sunday expressed the ode- 
lief that it was Crowe’s purpose 
to take the trunk to the home ot 
Miss Johnson in Eagan Park from 
the railroad station at Hapeville. 

When seen by a Constitution re 
porter at the jail Sunday, Crowe 
stoutly protésted his innocence of 
any knowledge of the details or per- 
etrators of the crime of which he 
S now suspected, stating he would 
be able to make a satisfactory ac- 
counting of his whereabouts on the 
night of February 28 and morning

Committees were appointed at a 
meeting held Sunday morning at the 
Labor Temple by the Atlanta Build- 
ing Trades council to appear before 
each of the loca) lodges affiliated 
with the council] for the purpose of 
urging a policy of closer co-opera- 
tion and conciliation . between the 
mechanics and the employers of 
labor, with a view toward stimu- 
lating the progress of the great 
building program that has been laid 
out for Atlanta during the coming 
months of 1921. 

This action on the part of the 
council, with which practically aljl 
the construction workmen of the 
city are affiliated through their 
various unions, is looked upon as 
pérhaps the most important move 
made by organized tabor in months 
in this city. 

Taken into consideration with the 
announced policy of President 
Thomas §. Skipper, of the Georgia 
State Carpenters’ association, to 
bring about a better feeling be- 
tween the workmen and the con- 
tractors and master builders, the 
movement started Sunday by the 
building trades council holds out 
promise, it is pointed out, that the 
immense building program that has 
been mapped out for this year will 
soon get under way with full force.

Secretary Davis’ Attempt 
to Settle Controversy in 
Meat Industry Begins in 
Washington, 


Washington, March 20.—Repre- 
sentatives of the five big packers 
and of their union employees to- 
night concluded preparationé for 
tomorrew’s conference with Secre- 
tary Davis, who, at the direction of 
President Harding and with the as- 
sistance of Secretaries Hoover and 
Wallace, will attempt to mediate 
in the controversy arising from the 
decision of the packers to reduce 
wages and alter working condi- 
tions. 

Dennis Lane, secretary of the 
Amalgamated Order of Meat Cut- 
ters and Butcher Workers of North 
America, and R. S. Brennan, attor- 
ney for the order, who will repre- 
sent the employees in the confer- 
ence, arrived in Washington dufing 
the day, and tonight conferred with 
Samuel Gompers and Frank Morri- 
son, president and secretary, re 
spectively, of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor. 

President Gompers on _ entering 
into the conference with Messrs. 
Lane and Brennan announced’ that 
the employees would have the 
moral support of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor in their attempt 
as labor leaders said to compel the 
packers to observe the working 
agreement concluded during the 
war. . 

Preliminary Meeting. 

The representatives of the pack- 
ers, Carl Meyer and James L. Con- 
don, have been in. Washington the 
past week and have presented their 
side of the case to Secretary Davis. 
The employees’ delegates will be 
accorded a similar hearing by Sec- 
retary Davis tomorrow prior to the 
meeting in joint session, 

The exact procedure to be fol- 
lowed tomorrow had not been 
worked out«so far as could be 
Jearned tonight. Secretary Devs, it 
was learned, had been pledged the 
assistance of Secretaries Wallace 
and Hoover, but whether the latter 
would be in ‘the conference was in 
doubt. 

“The one big point involved in 
the controversy,” Mr. Lane said to- 
night, “is‘the walidity of ou., con- 
tract. This is the real ayestion 
apd not the eight-hour day or the 
‘attempted reduction of wages.” 

iLaber is Watching. 

Labor officials generally attached 
considerable importance to the out- 
come of the conference, for the re- 
sult, it was said, might set a pre- 
cedent for settlement of all of the 
many controversies involving con- 
tinuance or abrogation of war-time 
agreements as to wages and work- 


ring conditions. 


Proceedings of the conference and 
the results attained by Secretary 
Davis‘ in his and the administra- 
tion’s first attempt at mediation-in 
a labor dispute will be watched 
closely also in official circles. —

GOMPERS CHARGES

National Labor Leader 
Says Publisher Hopes to 
Eliminate American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 


Stockholm, March 20.—Details of 
the fall of Kronstadt before the re- 
peated onslaughts of the bolshevik 
‘army under command of Leon Trot- 
zky. the, soviet war minister, have 
been brought here by refugees. 

In the citadel, according to the 
refugees, some 1,700 men were lost 
endeavoring to fight their way to- 
Ward the east and-in the other 
fortresses approximately 1,000 were 
made prisoner by the bolsheviki. 
All officers and leaders among the 
military forees and civilians were 
immediately picked out and on 
Trotzky’s order, given before the 
final attack, were executed. Their 
bodies were thrown on the fice of 
Gulf of Finland with stones and 
scrap iron in the pockets so that 
they will sink when the ice breaks 
up, probably a fortnight hence. All 
the other rebel! soldiers interned 
are awaiting the future which, ac- 
cording to the refugees, most likely 
will bring executions. As food is 
scarce and the victorious soviet 
army is on half rations, the situa-

The stream of refugees from Kron- 
stadt had ceased, according to dis- 
patches received from Terioki, on 
the Finnish frontier, at 4 o’clock 
this afternoon. Only a few men 
arrived this morning after an ad- 
venturous night, clad in wflite and 
with badly wounded hands, sus- 
tained in creéping for miles along 
the ice in order to escape detection 
by the many Dbolshevik patrols. The 
bolsheviki, the refugees say, have 
established g circular chain ,of.sen- 
tries” ‘and patrols around Krom | 
stadt, through which it “is aster | 
ble to freak. 

Kronstadt had big stores of army 
equipment, which explained the good 
attire of the soldiers and sailors 
arriving in Finland, The latter 
country will have great difficulty:

Under an ordinance of the city 
the election of a successor to J. W 
Maddox, resigned as police commuis- 
sioner frou.v the fifth ward, cannot 
take place at the council meeting 
this afternoon, but must wait until 
a subsequent meeting-—at least two 
weeks hence. 

Maddox has announced that he 
will submit his resignation to the 
council today. He stated Sunday 
night that he will not. become a 
candidate again to succeed himeelf. 
He expressed the confident belief 
that should he offer for re-election 
he would be elected, but declared 
that he is now entirely and perma- 
nently out of the race. 

Sunday it appeared that a hot 
fight for the place is a certainty. 
Ellis Barrett, young attorney, who 
~pposed Maddox. and tied him in 
the race two’ weeks ago but was 
counted out of two votes through 
an error, has never quit his fight 
for the place, even purposing to 
carry it to the courts if Maddox had 
not resigned. He was nominated by 
Councilman W. M. Etheridge, and 
‘'t was learned Sunday that Ether- 
idge Js still standing pat in his 
support. 

Will Ask Conference. 

Alderman C. R. Garner, another 
member of the fifth ward delega- 
tian, an «anti-Barrett man, said Sun- 
day night that he will seek a con- 
ference with Kis ¢bleagtes, Et 
eridge and Councilman J. A. Couch, 
in an endeavor to agree on a man in 
the two weeks intervening before 
ie next regular meeting of couh- 
cik 

If Barrett insists on staying in 
the contest a fight is considerel 
probable. Councilman Etneridge 
will support him and the ward del- 
egation, it is now, believed, will be 
split again, with two nominations 
before council. 

Maddox was authority Sunday for 
the statement that a man has been 
‘tentatively selected to oppose Bar- 
rett,; but stated that he wags nt 
privileged to divulge his name. 

Maddox’s Resignation. 

The text of Maddox’s resignation 
is as follows: 

To the Honorable Mayor and General Coun- 
cil of the City of Atlanta: 

At the last meeting of the general coun- 
cil, the mayor presiding, as is required un- 
der the law, when elcctions are held, 4 
majority of the delegation from the fifth 
ward presented my name for re-election to 
the police board from that ward, and I 
was declared duly elected. When the elec- 
tions were closed, the mayor vacated the 
chair, and returned to his office, on the 
next floor. Subsequently, it was discoy- 
ered that an error had been made, of course, 
unintentionally, in entering and counting the 
votes, as between myself and my opponent, 
it being shown that if the votes had been 
correctly entered, a tie would have resulted, 
thus making it necessary for the mayor _to 
cast the deciding vote. I was enti 


willing, and my friends suggested that the 
vote be corrected then and there, se that 


- 


no question could arise as to the legality } 


and fairness of the election, but various 
technical points were raised, and further 
consideration of the matter was postponed 
until the next meeting of council. 

Inasmuch as the city attorney has held 
that I was elected, it is necessary that 1 
submit my resignation to your honorable 
body, I therefore tender this, my resigna- 
tion, as police commissionér from the fifth 
ward, and ask its immediate acceptance, 
thus referring the whole matter back to 
the mayor and general council for action. 

‘I wish also to state, that, in submitting 
this my resienation, I have determined that 
it shall be final. I therefore wish to with- 
draw my name from farther consideration, 
and I request that my ends from the 
fifth ward shall not again place my name 
in nomination. 

I desire to thank my friends of the gen- 
eral council for the generous support ac- 
corded me, and I wash to assure them that 
it will be my earnest purpose to always 
deserve their confidence. .

licitor-general in his effort to pro- 
tect Atlanta.”

The trouping movie can 
be carried in the manager's suit- 


ease. Railroad fares and salaries 
and squabbles between the leading 
lady and the heavy tragedian are 


the very things the procucer of the 


enterprise worries jeast about once 
his film is ready. 

This ‘is the two-dollar movie, 

known to the trade as the super- 
stupendous production. “Way Down 
East” and “Over the Hill” are ex- 
amples. They have been playing 
more than six months in legitimate 
theaters on Broadway, while speak- 
ing productions having been oscil- 
lating from tank to flag station in 
the suburbs of New York waiting 
for theaters. A Connecticut in King 
Arthur’s court, just opened at the 
Lyric, also a legitimate Broadway 
house, is another film of the same 
type. 
"The producers of these big films 
do not make any copies, the object 
being to reserve them for exhibition 
in big, legitimate theaters on sched- 
ules somewhat resembling the 
routes of the speaking tourist 
troups. The ordinary movie house 
gets them rarely if at all. 

There are about fifteen copies of 
“Over the Hill” and each copy is 
known as a company. Some com- 
panies carry musicians for the spe- 
cial orchestrations that go with the 
play, but even this expense of rail- 
road fare leaves the touring movie 
a tremencous financial] .advantage 
over the speaking company. And

tious films, has been how to play 
to it all before the show has to 
be packed into the suitcase again 
and shoved under the manager's 
berth for the jump to the next town. 

This does not mean that the usual 
run of fairly stupendous five-reelers 
will be withdrawn from the ordi- 


nary movie theaters. Compared to 
the movie road shows, these films 
are like vaudeville acts; for they 


usually go paddee before and be- 
hind by short reels of comedy, 
geography or bathing girl anatomy. 
Neither is the number of copies 
limited. ’ 

The speaking road shows have 
been having ‘a hard time for a 
year, anyway. High railroad fares 
took a wicked chop at their profits, 
even .if they were doing well, and 
the public handed a fearful snub- 


bing to the many companies of sec- 
ond. and third-rate actors billec as 
“the original cast’ when Broadway 
successes went on the road. Alto- 
gether, the circumstances were very 
favorable for the movie road shows.

SHIELDS “HIGHER UP?

NOAH AND HIS ARK 
HAS RIVAL IN HUN 


Ship Carries Many Kinds of 
Animals Demanded by 
Reparations Body. 


Berli, March 20. — (By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Bees, Belgian 
hares and sheep dogs are among 
the domestic pets the entente pow- 
ers are demanding from Germany. 

‘The ship carrying the miscellane- 
ous assortment of animals which 
Germany's former enemies are de- 
manding will have almost as great 
an assortment as Noah’s craft. 

Decision of the reparation com- 
mission on the exact number of rab- 
bits which Germany must deliver 
has been postponed for a month. 
The entente demanded 200,000. 
Meantime, the German rabbit crop 
is increasing at a record pace, 

The entente demanded 10,000 dogs 
and showed no disposition to accept 
Dachshunds. 

Twenty-five thousand hives of 
bees are demanded. One hundred 
and sixty-five he goats, and 25,000 
sfie-goats, 1,500,000 cocks and hens, 
sheep and cattle and horses in large 
numbers, were sought by the en- 
tente, and the Germans acceded to 
these requests. It is only the num- 
ber of hares, bees and dogs which is 
to be determined after the German. 
representatives have made counter 
proposals to the entente reparations 
comm I1ssion, 

A report prepared by the British 
embassy shows that France, Bel- 
gium, Italy, Serbia and England are 
the countries which are asking for 
animais. Engiand is seKing only 
seven horses. 

The reparations negotiations re- 
sulted in an agreement for the de- 
livery by Germany of 919,550 head 
of cattle to her former enemies 
within three years. 

Delivery of the cattle. it was 
agreed. should take effect “from the 
date which shall be agreed upon by 
the exp@rts of both parties, having 
regard to the prevailing conditions: 
of health.” 

The stock of cattle in Germany in 
1919 numbered 16,523,803. which, in 
the first nine months of 1920, was 
increased by 380.573 head.

men, the master builders, the con- 
tractors, the architects and the me- 
chanics that Atlanta has never 
faced so large and extensive 
building campaign as is now con- 
templated, and it is also generally 
agreed that this great wave of con- 
struction will get under way ip 
earnest as soon as unsettled condi- 
tions due to labor disturbances and 
to material markets are solved in 
a satisfactory way. 

Beginning with the new year, an- 
nouncements were made by Atlan- 
ta contractors that reductions in 
wages of the members of the vari- 
ous buildings crafts would be neces- 
sary in order to meet the readjust- 
ment of the cost of living and the 
new basis upon which business men 
would deal in the future. This an- 
nouncement caused for a time a 
strike among the carpenters and 
other allied unions in the building 
trades. : 

These differences, however, have 
in a way been settled, and practi- 
cally all the men have returned to 
work pending a new wage contract 
that is shortly to be agreed upon. 

Spirit of Conciliation. 

That a spirit of conciliation ard 
a desire for co-operation between 
the working man and the master 
builder is gaining ground each day, 
and that a determination upon the 
part of the mechanic to aid in the 
great movement that will be made 
to supply the business houses, ho- 
tels, apartments and homes that are 
needed in Atlanta is evidenced by 
Statements that have been made by 
officials of the building trades 
unions. 

Thomas S. Skipper, state presi- 
dent of the carpenters’ association, 
who has given out an expression of 
earnest hope that Atlanta has seen 
the last of these disagreements, is 
joined in this sentiment by J. H. 
Weaver, vice prsident of the Atlan- 


ta Building Tra@es council, who pre- 
sided over the meeting of the coun- 
eil Sunday morning when commit- 
tees were appointed to inaugurate 
a campaign of co-operation. 

Mr. Weaver stated\that Atlanta 
has before it a possible campaign 
of construction greater, than the 
city has ever before experienced, 
and he declares that the interests 
involved directly, such as organized 
labor, contractors, architects, bank- 
ers and material dealers and pro- 
ducers, should get together at once 
in a spirit of united effort. By this: 
means, he claims, the city would 
experience a most remarkable re- 
vival in construction. 

He is highly optimistic regarding 
the possibility of bringing the la- 
boring man into the campaign with 
a full sense of his obligation to the 
city, and he believes that all inter- 
ests should set to work to solve the 
problem of materials, which” he de- 
clares is now about as perplexing 


as anything that faces those con- 
cerned in house construction. 
Building Many Residences. 


Mr. Weaver agrees with another | 


building trades official in the state- 
ment that there are today more 
residences under course of construc- 


tion in Atlanta than at any time in | 


the history of the city, and it is 
stated that this. number will 
greatly augmented as soon as con- 
ditions are brought to a more stable 
basis. 


“There are thousands of dollars’ . 
worth of construction being held | 


up,” said Mr. Weaver, “because of 
the unsettled labor situation and 
the uncertainty about material 
markets. Many people who are 
ready to build, and who need the 
buildings, are simply waiting for 
things to ‘clear up,’ as it were. 
This, of course, will add to the rush 
when things do loosen up, and it is 
for this reason that we are making 
efforts to start building activities 
as rapidly as possible.” 

Another feature of the situation 
pointed out by Mr. Weaver, is the 
large number of unemployed men 
on the streets of Atlanta. These 
men, who are in the main capable 
mechanics, want work, but with

Skipper’s Pian. 

Recognizing this obstacle, and 
believing in the possibility of re- 
moving it, President Thomas S. 
Skipper, of the Georgia State Car- 
Ppenters’ association, has evolved a 
Plan by which he hopes to forever 
remove the probability of industria} 
disagreements, at least in so far as 
his union is confcerned, and he will 
Place this plan before the coming

Skipper has worked out the follow- 
ing plan: 

“My plan,” he said, “is to create 
by mutual agreement a commission, 
or body—no matter what name you 
give it—that will have a _ repre- 
sentative from each of the follow- 
ing interests to sit in at confer- 
ences and seek by clese and fair in- 
vestigation to arrive at the heart 
of all matters affecting the public 
interests—the chamber of com- 
merce, the retail merchants’ asso- 
ciation, the carpenters’ union, and 
other unions of the building trades, 
the manufacturers’ association, the 
financial institutions and the con- 
tractors and builders. 

“T believe,” said Mr. Skipner, “that 
these men, sitting around a table 
can tdke up matters that threatén 
disruption and disagreements, and 
that through the resources for in- 
vestigation each of these organiza- 
tions have, they can determine what 
is fair and settle upon what is just. 
A commission composed as above,” 
said he, “would be able to show the 
public within a short time who is 
right in a dispute, and the public 
would accept the findings and the 
decisions of such a commission with- 
out question.” , 

Mr. Skipper has great faith in 
the possibilities of this plan, and 
believing as he does that it would 
serve to avert the probability of 
strikes in the future, he will lay 
the matter before his fellow crafts- 
men at the coming convention. It 
is also likely that such a plan will 
be brought before the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Labor when that body 
meets in this city next month.

He declared that Ireland, in many 
respects, has more liberty than Eng- 
land, Scotland.or Wales; and as 
one illustration of this said that 
the Irish representation in the Nouse 
of commons is considerably out of 
proportion to the population. He 
told of taxes from which Ireland 
is exempted, and explained the land 
act by means of which tenants in 
Ireland secured possession of the 
property they were tilling. 

In opening his address, Dr. 
Broughton said: “I'll take two texts. 
One of them is from the newspa- 
pers. It is in connection with 
Mayor Key’s refusal to allow the 
pro-Irish people of this city to carry 
@ public canvass to get money for 
the Irish relief fund. The mayor 
refused to grant such permission. 
Then the pro-Irish sympathizers 
sal@: ‘We'll do it anyhow.’ That's 
one of my texts, ‘We'll do it any- 
how.’ There you have the spirit 
of the Sinn Fein movement. It is 
bolshevism with capital letters. Its 
members say, ‘We'll serve the law 
if it suits us. Otherwise, damn the 
law.” There are some things we 
don't stand for in this country, and 
that spirit is one of them. We are 
not Russians, thank God, and we 
never will be.” 

He took as his other text, “Ren- 
der unto Caesar the things that are 
Caesar’s, and unto God the things 
that are God's,” and in the course 
of his sermon, speaking on this 
text, he urged the necessity of 
maintaining a separation of church 
and state. 

Tries to Answer Broughton. 

Dr. Maurice J. McCarthy, organ- 
izer of the southern states for the 
Irish relief drive, attempted to in- 
terrupt Dr. Broughton in his attack 
on the purpose of the relief fund.

“This situation may well be seri- 
ously considered by the executives 
of the railroads. The questions now 
at issue are not how much author- 
ity can continue to be exercised by 
a railroad executive: not how far a 
railroad can hold on to the single 
use of a terminal or other facility 
that by joint use would institute 
a saving and fix a policy to save 
all, but whether the railroads will 
recognize that the crisis has been 
reached which will decide zhe fate 
of private ownership and opera- 
tion, and that all must submit to 
a readjustment of methods which 
perhaps few would desire could it 
be uvoided. This is the situation 
we tate. it cannot be ignored. The 
employees should bear their part in 
meeting the present emergency, the 
railroads should bear theirs through 
advanced mathods of economy. 

“Whatever is stated seemingly of 
criticism is not so intended; it is 
a system that is under discussion.

Virtually 
every Step he has taken the initia- 
tive in. since assuming office has 
been directed from one or a group 
of his cabinet advisors. In matters 
of appointments of a more impore 
tant mature he frequently has ac- 
cepted the counsel of cabinet mem- 
bers as opposed to that of a senator 
or congressman. Particularly as re- 
Bards this latter course, Harding 
has instilled some rather poignant 
irritations “on the hill.” 

As for measures of relief for the 
country, while Harding has consult- 
ed with congressional leaders regu- 
larly, he has overruled some of their 


suggestions and Where a difierence 
has arisen between the cabinet or 
the senate on the best course to 
pursue he has followed his cabinet. 
He has shown no disposition to dic- 
tate either to his cabinet or to the 
senate. | 

In all, his course, to date, has 
Pleased his friends and surprised his 
enemies. There are some indications 
it may later result in difficulties 
With congress, but thus far all rum- 
blings have been kept under the sur- 
face. Rumblings exist, however. 

And in view of developments of 
the first three weeks, in which Har- 
ding has relied on his cabinet to 
chart his domestic course, there is 
a growing feeling that his cabinet, 
too, will influence his final de- 
cision on his foreign policy course. 
There is increasing alarm among the 
so-called bitter-enders in the senate 
at the increasing evidence that Har- ; 
ding’s foreign policy is to be based 
on greater co-operation with the al- 
lied powers than the bitter-enders 
had been led to bdelieve possible.

Te Develop Business.

It has al- 
ready begun work upon these prob- 
lems and is formulating a definite 
program of development. In thls 
the national finances will play a 
very important part, requiring the 
re-framinge of our revenue laws 
which affect internal taxation and 
import duties, 

“With the settlement of interna- 
tional relations and the defining of 
thre German indemnity; we ought to 
reach a stabilized condition which 
should result in a large business ex- 
pansion.

manufecturers out of a market that 
would absorb a large part of their 
output and keep these millions of 
men out of work because the gov- 
ernment that has been in power in 
Russia the past three years does 
not square with our theory of gov- 
ernment. 

Soviet Theory Wrong. 


“T think the soviet theory is a 
mistaken theory, but that isn’t my 
business. I] think our policy towarc 
is a mistaken policy and 
that is my business and the busi- 
ness of every American who wants 
to see our own serious situatjon 
relieved. 

“There was the case recently of 
an American, whom I know, who re- 
ceived a commission from a manu- 
facturer of printing presses to rep- 
resent him in Russia. This Ameri- 
can had beén in Russia and had 
found that printing presses were 
wanted by the government for many 
purposes, one of the most impor- 
tant being for the printing of 
school books. There were schools 
almost without text books and no 
means of printing the books. He 
applied for a passport and his ap- 
plication was indorsed by one of 
the republican leaders in the senate 
—a very conservative man, by the 
way—senator from the state in 
which the printing press company 
is located. The state cepartment 
refuse the passport: the company 
lost tHe business. No doubt it is 
among those numerous concerns 
now laying off men. 

“T believe the fallacy of our pol- 
icy is beginning to be realized by 
a great many members of the sen- 
ate, and I hope we will be able soon 
to act on this realization.”

The final ratification meeting for 
the broader of the plans, which itn- 
cludes the handling of all grain., is 
set for April 6 here. The other or- 
ganization, which concerns itself 
only with wheat, is already sign.ng 
up members. 

On April 7. the first working mect- 
ing of a natienal live stock market- 
ing eommittee will be held here. Its 
object is to develop'a national! Jive 
stock marketing plan. wee 

Coincidentally with these two 
meetings) fruit growers of the coun- 
try will hold a eonference in Chi- 
cago, at which consideration wili be 
given the possibility of national co- 
operative effort. : 

The national plans for marketing 
of wheat and live stock are the cul- 
mination of much local and sectional 
co-operative enterprise already es- 
tablished by farmers. 

The prime movers 
mentioned are the American Farm 
Bureau federation and the Wheat 
CGCrowers’ Association of America. 
Both organizations are . deveiup- 
raents of the.last few years. 

The “wheat strike” of last y2ar 
first attracted attention to 
Wheat Growers’ association, 
fas its headquarters at Wichita, 
Kans. With the assistance of Aaron 
Sapiro, a California marketing ex- 
rert, it has worked out a system 
and is pushing a contract campaign 
in the wheat raising states. In 
Kansas effort is being made to sign 
up 50,000,000 bushels, or about half 
the crop, in a wheat pool.

CARE OF WOUNDED 


_ Nation-Wide Survey of 

‘World War Hospital 
Conditions Undertaken 
by 800 Clubs. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 20.—A 
hation-wide survey of conditions 
Surrounding the care of disabled 
world war veterans has been start- 
ed by the eight hundred Rotary 
Clubs of the country, according to 
a letter received at the American 
Legion’s national headquarters here 
from Chesley H. Perry, secretary of 
the Rotary Clubs’ association. 

The purpose of the survey, says 
the letter, is “to prove whether 
American Legion reports are based 
on hysteria or upon actual facts.” 
In making the letter public, the 
Jegion issued this statement by F. 
W. Galbraith, Jr., nationa) com- 
mander, 

“I hope the findings will be given 
the idest publicity. It will be 
found the legion has not overstated 
the case in any particular.” 

The letter of Mr. Perry, as givet 
out by the legion, follows: 

The fifty thousand American 
business and professional men who 
form the eight hundred Rotary 
Clubs of the United States have 
Started out to gather the actual 
facts in their respective communi- 
ties with regard to the manner in 
which the United States government 
is handling the the cases of dis- 
abled ex-soldiers. The Rotarians 
have been shocked by the dis- 
clostres made by the American 
Legion regarding the circumstances 
Surrounding the rehabilitation. of 
Uncle Sam’s disabled ex-service 
men. Each Rotary club is appoint- 
ing a special committee to investi- 
Sate conditions in its community 
and report to the club. Every club 
will then report to the headquar- 
ters office of Rotary in Chicago. 


-“Fhe_ result will be that from eight 


hundred communities in every part 
of the United States will come evi- 
dence of business and professional 
men to prove to the American peo- 
ple whether or not the American 
Legion reports are based on hys- 
teria or upon actual facts so re- 
volting and heartrending as _ to 
cause the whole American people 
to rise in their might and do justice 
to the men who sacrificed them- 
selves for their country.”

Washington, March 20.—President 
Warding linked an errand of mercy 
with a first-hand study with one 
of his administrative problems today 
by spending more than two hours 
among the wounded soldiers at 
Walter Reed hospital.

Father Lais, rector of the Church 
of the Oratorians, which has juris- 
diction over the Church of Saint 
Nereus and Achilleus, received Car- 
dinal Dougherty, who wore his 
crimson robes. The new Amerikan 
prince of the church was welcomed 
by Monsignor Cerretti, papal under- 
secretary of state, who acted as as- 
sistant bishop, having Monsignor 
Michael J. Crane, of Philadelphia, 
and the Rt. Rev. Monsignor Patrick 
J. Supple, of Roxbury, Mass., as 
assistant prelates, while Bishop Ed- 
ward O. Allen, of Mobile, Ala., rep- 
resented the- American hierarchy. 
Bishop Allen, on the special request 
of the pontiff, had delayed his de- 
parture from Rome in order to par- 
ticipate in today’s ceremony.

The official representatives of the 
brotherhoods intimated that they 
will have but little, if-anything, to 
say, pending the sult of the hear- 
ing of their petitfons for a revoca- 
tion of the wage reduction order 
that is now before Judge Samuel H. 
Sibley, of the United States district 
court in Atlanta. 

No Report Received. 

Reports of an alleged attempt 
at violence, which came Saturday 
night from Fitzgerald, where a 
strike-breaker is said to have been 
handled roughly by a former em- 
ployee of the A., B. & A., could not 
be verified in detail Sunday, the 
officials of the road declared the 
incident to have been one of minor 
importance and the union men say- 
ing they had no report upon the 
matter. 

The interest of the A., B. & A. sit- 
uation largely centers Monday in 
Chicago, where the United States 
railroad’ labor board will pass upon 
the question of the legality of the 
present strike among the employees 
of the A., B. & A., @md the legality 
of the wage reduction as put into 
effect by the rece@iver of the road, 
Colonel B. L. Bugg. 

Both sides of the controversy, it 
és understood, have been placed by 
the wage board in the attitude of 
Violating the transportation act, 
and both the railway officials and 
the representatives of the fourteen 
railroad brotherhoods were cited to 
appear before the board today. 
Two of the grand officers of the 
brotherhoods left Atlanta Friday to 
appear in the case before the wage 
board Monday morning, but Colonel 
Bugg, receiver for the A., B. & A., 
declined for various reasons to at- 
tend the hearing. 

Plenty of Applicants. 

The l'abor situation on the A., B. 
& A., according to a statement made 
by Passenger Traffic Manager W. 
W. Croxton, is improving each day, 
and “the lack of applicants for po- 
sitions as trainmen on the railroad 
is giving the officials but little con- 
cern,” staid Mr. Croxton. 

“In fact we have as many appli- 
cants as we can train, but we are 
using eVery possible precaution to 
pick from among these men only 
those who can be depended upon. 
They will, of course, be our per- 
manent employees, and we want 
only the best men. This precau- 
tion accounts for the fact th'at an 
absolutely normal train service has 
not been put into effect sooner,” 
continued Mr. Croxton, “for we have 
refrained from using strike-break- 
ers, relying upon our new men in 
every instance where they can be 
given the proper training with suf- 
ficient repidity to get them into 
the service as needed.’’ 

Mr. | Croxton also furnished The 
Constitution with a copy of resolu- 
tions adopted by the Kiwanis club, 
of Washington, Ga., in which the 
strike Is condemned ‘and the offi- 
Clals of the company commended 
for the efforts that have been made 
to give train service despite the 
walkout of 1,500 employees of the 
A:. B. & A. company. These resolu- 
tions follow: 

Kiwanis Resolutions. 

Whereas a walkout of some 1,500 em- 
ployees of the A., B. & A. railroad has 
left that transportation line paralyzed and 
powerless to properly function, working 
thereby grent inconvenience and discomfort 
to a vast section of the state, the Kiwanis 
club, of Wash ngton, Ga., desires to register 
a protest against this strike, reasons for 
said protest ing obvious and embodied in 
the following resolution: 

Dire Extremity. 

Resolved (1), That in consideration of the 
dire extremity to which this great property 
is reduced—a struggle for the right to exist 
—proof of these statements being attested 
by the action of that high tribunal, the 
United Spétes district court, which placed 
the road in the hands of a receiver and 
later ordered a reduction of wages of em- 
ployees, presumably the only resort, in the 
opinion of the judge, to secure the con- 
tinued functioning of the property. 

(2) That in consideration of the wide- 
spread and demoralizing effect, the depri- 
vation and discomfort of 175,000 citizens re- 
siding in the twenty-five counties along this 
line in Georgia to say nothing of the citi- 
zens of the six counties of Alabama like- 
wise affected, which the action of 1,500 em- 
ployees of the road has produced, the striker 
population to the innocent citizen popula- 
tion being as one to one hundred and six- 
teen, said application being the exact re- 
verse of the good, old democratic doctrine 
of ‘‘the greatest good to the greatest num- 
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be 
Financial Stringency. 

(3) That in consideration of the extreme 
financial stringency which -has overtaken 
not only America but the world as a direct 
aftermath of the world war, affecting all 
interests and which has powerfully further 
embarrassed the already weakened A., . 
& A. road—a condition that should appeal 
mightily to one’s sense of fairness, making 
willing to subordinate self and self-interest 
in the good, charitable and safe policy of 
‘live and let live,’’ 

Now, therefore, the Kiwanis club, of 
Washington, Ga., hereby expresses profound 
sympathy for the innocent sufferers living 
along and dependent upon this line for daily 
communication with the world, supplies and 
traveling facilities, for the management of 
the A., B. & A, railroad making a desperate 
effort to save a great property from the 
scrap-heap and thus perpetuate a great eco- 
nomic asset to the values of our great 
siate, for acquiescence by all citizens, at all 
‘fines to the orders and decrees of our 
regwarly constituted courts under the con- 
stitution of our national, government. We 
deplore the action of the employees of the 
A., B. & A., who engaged in this strike, 
all ill-advised, uncharitable to the interests 
of the vast majority of their fellow citizens 
and unnecessary in a land where law is 


respected.

The directors of the Butts County 
Products company, formed here to 
build a sweet potato curing house 
in Jackson, at a recent meeting vot- 
ed to increase the capacity of the 
proposed house from 10,000 bushels 
to 15,000 bushels. A site has been 
bought and the building will be 
erected within the next few weeks. 
The growing of sweet potatoes on 
a large scale will be engaged in 
throughout Butts county this sea- 
son and the crop will be largely 
relied upon instead of cotton as a 
money crop. Flovilla alreacy has 
one of the plants in successful op- 
eration and jin addition to the stor- 
age house to be constructed in 
Jackson, many farmers will build 
individual curing houses during the 
year. 

To assist in the fight farmers of 
Butts county are making to break 
away from the “all-cotton” sys- 
tem, a milk depot or creamery will 
probably be established here in con- 
nection with the Jackson ice fac- 
tory. At a meeting of the directors 
of the ice corporation a committee 
was appointed to thoroughly inves- 
tigate all phases of the matter and 
report later. Many farmers are 
keenly interested in the matter of 
a creamery and have pledgec their 
hearty support and offer to take a 
liberal amount of stock. If a cream- 
ery is established in Jackson it is 
believed a large and profitable busi- 
ness can be built up.

Excellent Spring Weath- 
er Brightens Up Jobbing 
and Retail Trade in All 
Sections of Country. 


Excellent spring Weather and the 
near approach of Easter has bright- 
ened up jobbing and retail] trade, 
Bradstreet’s weekly review says. 
The former sends about the best re- 
ports since the late summer of 1920, 
and the latter the best since the 
pre-Christmas rush of last year. 
Then, too, collections are a shade 
better, and the automobile and 
building and kindred trades have 
shown more life and have bought 
more freely of materials. Trade as 
a whole, in fact, is about fully fair, 
best reports coming fom the north- 
ern half of the country, from the 
Atlantic to the Rockies. Favorable 
weather has made for a great ex- 
tension of activity in farm work, 
and plowing and seeding have 
meved rapidly northward. Wheat 
crop reports are good despite insect 
damage talk in klahoma. A fur- 
ther shrinkage in failures is indi- 
cated. 

But when this is said it must be 
also conceded that industry still 
lags, that employment, though more 


of affording full occupation for mil- 
lions, of workers, that signs of 
backwardness or reaction are com- 
mon, this, by the way, in lines that 
lead the 1921 revival, that the gen- 
eral industrial and ‘commercial 
movement is very irregular, spott 
is the werd most frequently used, 
and that the pessimism so freely 
voiced last week still finds expres- 
sion in complaints that the revival 
is not as great as expected, and 
that the selfishness of labor, by 
which is particularly meant the or- 
ganized branches of industry, pre- 
vents the proper readjustment of 
conditions to the changed aspect of 
commodity prices and of really pro- 
ductive conditions. The commodity 
price movement is still downward, 
decreases being as five to one of 
the advances, and the Weekly Food 
Index is off and down to the low 
level of five weeks ago, due mainly 
to lower prices for meats and dairy 
products. 

The stock and bond markets are 
irregular, but there is more steadi- 
ness than last week because, appar- 
ently, of professional traders tak- 
ing the long side for a change, Big 
world conditions are still highly 
unsettled, and the February trade 
returns are evidences of shrinking 
demand, due to previous overfree 
shipments and depressions abroad 
not affording hoped-for outlets for 
goods already shipped. Call money 
conditions have eased, but the stiff- 
ness or actual scarcity of time ac- 
commodation is evidence that past 
operations are not yet thoroughly 
liquidated. Exchange is irregular, 
but the strength of sterling is main- 
tained, and Italian rates are better, 
whereas,the uncertainty as regards 
international peace settlements af- 
fects unfavorably other countries’ 
exchanges, notably France. 

On balance, and taking a bird’s- 
™Meye view of things, progress is dis- 
cernible, but the rate of such pro- 
gression ,is halting and painful, 
proving that time is the _ s°le, 
though concededlyv a slow, heale. of 
the world’s wounds. 

Women’s wearing apparel, con- 
spicuously including millinery lines, 
shows the most life, joined in, to a 
lesser extent, by men’s wear. Re- 
duced purchasing power is reflected 
from big industrial centers and 
from farming regions alike. Mai] 
order trade lags, but so-called chain 
stores show good gains over a year 
ago, not so much perhaps in spite 
of price reductions, but because of 
that development. Some markets 
report gains in volume over a year 
ago, indicating that a year more or 
less of abstention has both reduced 
stocks and sharpened consumers’ 
appetites. Despite the talk of price 
reductions discouraging trade, the 
proof is adducible that lower prices 
have made new consumption pos- 
sible. The recent drop in cotton. 
the slowing down of buying, and 
the weakness in prices of the cru- 
der forms of goods, like yarns, 
print cloths, gray goods and brown 
sheetings, have operated as a check 
to activity in that trade as a whole, 
offsetting the continued good call 
for colored goods, ginghams, per- 
cales and wash goods generally.

KEEP UP RECORD 
OF LAST MONTH 


With 277 commercial faflures }: 
the United States, this week's ‘in- 
solvency record, fer the touria co 
secutive week, reflects moderate 
improvement. The number of bus- 
iness defaults is 16 less than was 
reported to RK. G. Dun & Co. last 
week, and contrasts with 311 fail- 
ures two weeks ago and 514 as 
the high point for the current year, 
reached in the week of January 13. 
Comparison with the returns of this 
period of 1920, however, is still un- 
favorable, there having been only 
124 insolvencies at that time. The 
decrease in number of defualts this 
week, as compared with those of 
last week, is mainly on the Pacific 
coast, where a reduction of 19 fail- 
ures is noted.

visions and unemployment are re- 
stricttWe factors and the element of 
price enters more closely into con- 
sumers’ calculations. With multi- 
ylying eVidences of greater discrim- 
ination in purchasing, the prevail- 
ing policy among dealers is one of 
reducing mercKandise stocks wher- 
ever possible and of proceeding 
cautiously in anticipating future 
requirements, ‘which serves to re- 
tard the revival in primary chan- 
nels. The hopeful aspects in the 
situation are, on the ‘other hnand, 
being more freely emphasized, and 
some basis for encouragement is af- 
forded by the indication of a be- 
ginning of spring bDuilding activity 
in various parts of the country. 
Comparative ease’in money fates 
during a period of large tax pay- 
ments is also a favorable augury, 
while more stability has developed 
in financial markets generally, and 
commercial failures, although still 
numerous and frequently [fnvolving 
large amounts, haVe recently shown 
some contraction. 

With 99 cities in the United States 
reporting permits involving an es- 
timated expenditure of $80,827,443, 
the February building statistics are 
the most favorable that have ap- 
peared in several months. Not 
since last September, in fact, have 
the permits of any one month ex- 
ceeded those of February, andthe 
total is practically 60 per cent larg- 
er than was recorded in January. 
While the value of the month’s per- 
mits at all points reporting is 13.7 
per cent smaller than the amount 
for February, 1920, this decrease 
contrasts sharply with January’s 
reduction of more than 53 per cent. 
In considering the returns, more- 
over, allowance must be made for 
the decline in prices of building ma- 
terials from the high levels of a 
year ago. 

The irregularity of ype gg, ee 
still marked in iron and steel, but 
the average of production is again 
lower this week. While revival in 
the automobile trade has permitted 
resumption of work at some steel 
mills, curtailment has been extended 
elsewhere, and output for the in- 
dustry as a whole is estimated at 
barely 35 per cent. The proctéss of 
liquidation of accumulated orders 
continues, and wage Adjustments 
are more frequeutly heard of as 
the rate of new business and manu- 
facturing recedes, 

With the approaching expiration 
of the period during which prices 
on some staple cotton goods were 
guaranteed, new business is being 
placed in a very conservative way. 
Further changes in some prices are 
expected before any large future 
commitments are ndertaken, but 
the disposition to postpone re- 
visions to as late a date as possible. 
While reports regarding cotton 
goods trading are rather less favor- 
able than recently, advice trom 
woolen divisions have changed for 
the better of late, and orders booked 
on some products will engage lead- 
ing mills up to July 1. In retail 
channels, moreover, the general dis- 
tribution is moderately active, and 
is being helped by the early Easter 
and lower prices. The operations of 
retailers, on the other hand, are 
mainly of a hand-to-mouth charac- 
ter, there being doubts concerning 
the maintenance of some prices that 
are already” comparatively low. 
A feature of the wholesale price 
movement this week was the de- 
cline in print cloths to 6 1-4 cents, 
and even under that level in certain 
instances.

COTTON DELIVERIES 
SET NEW RECORD 


Washington, March 20.—The lar- 
gest quantity of cotton delivered in 
any one month on future contracts 
since the inauguration of the United 
States cotton futures act was in 
January when 102,300 bales were 
delivered in New York and New Or- 
eans, the department of agriculture 
announced today. During that 
month the department classed and 
certificated 64,818 bales for delivery 
in New York, and 19,386 bales for 
delivery in New Orleans. 

In addition 2,306 bales were 
classed at New York and 1,971 bales 
at New Orleans in the preliminary 
informal classification service.

At this 
time last year, when the tendency 
toward price deflation had not be- 
come clearly defined, there were 32 
declines and 39 advances. 

Unsettled conditions prevailed in 
the grain markets during the cur- 
rent week, selling pressure in the 
west causing an early sharp set- 
back in wheat, and influencing the 
other cereals to some extent. Later 
on, however, the decline in wheat 
was paftially recovered on good 
export buying, with various foreign 
countries, ‘including Great Britain, 
operating in domestic markets. In 
live meats, the price movements 
were irregular, but not much net 
alteration occurred in beef, demand 
being about equal to the supply.
